OTAR LINER 18 
SUNK BY HUNG 


An Irish Port, July-22—The giant 
White Star Liner Justicia has 
torpedoed and sunk. The Justicia was 
formerly the Dutch steamer Staten- 
dam, which was taken over by the 
British government on the stocks of 
Belfast when she was nearing com- 
dJetion. She was a vessel of 32,234 
tons gross.

PROHIBITIONISTS 


WANT BREWING IN 
ENGLAND STOPPED 


London, —A strongly worded pro- 
hibitionists’ manifesto published in 
the Daily Chronicle for an open let- 
ter to Lloyd-George, signed by John 
A. Stuart, alleges that both ‘Canada 
and the United States are “aghast at 
our folly” in failing to adopt prohibi- 
tion forthwith as an emergency war 
measure. The manifesto adds: “Can- 
ada is sending ws grain in our time of 
need and actually forced to stipulate 
that none shall be used for brewing. 
Can the British prime minister think 
of that humiliating condition without 
shams?”

Pay and allowances for discharged 
sailors and soldiers undergoing treat- 
ment in the sanitoria and hospitals of 
the Department of Soldicr’s Re-Es- 
tablishment thave been fixed by or- 


der-in-council. The scale will. be the 


same as each individual man was in 
receipt, of from ¢ither the army or 
navy before his discharge,; with one 
or two slight variations. Dependents 
will receive militia or naval scale of 
separation allowance but a special 
scdje in lieu of any allowances paid 
from the Patriotic Fund has been 
ixed. . 

The order-in-counail also contains 
a confirmation of the scale which has 
been paid-to discharged men granted 
courses of industrial re-education. 

Approximately 2,500 men are affect- 
ed at the present time by the scale 
for treatment cases. The number of 
current industrial re-education cases 
at the last compilation was slightly 
over 2,000, making a total of nearly 
5,000 who are being paid by the De- 
partment of Soldiens’ ‘Civil Re-Estab- 
lishment.
